Cure  /or  the  Flux. 

Take  about  three  quarters  of  a  ounce  of  the  rind  of  the 
oldeft  cheefe  that  can  be  got,  fcrape  it  very  fine  in  a  pint  or 
lefs,  of  new  milk,  which  let  be  thickened  with  the  beft  fuper- 
line  flour,  to  the  confillence  of  what  is  generally  termed  mufh, 
which  let  be  the  pat'ents  conftant  diet,  till  they  find  the  flux 
beginning  to  ftop,  then  work  it  off  with  a  g^mle  purge  ; 
fhould  they  leave  off  taking  the  aiedicine  too  foon,  and  find 
the  diforder  returning,  have  recourfe  to  it  again  ;  it  will  af- 
iuredly  cure. 

Another  cure.  Take  the  inner  bark  of  a  white  oak  faplfn  or 
tree,  of  which  make  tea,  fweeteiied  with  the  beft  double  re- 
fined loaf  fugar,  which  let  be  the  patient's  conllant  drink  ; 
obferving  to  work  it  cff  as  in  the  firlt  receipt.-  A  glafs   of 

good  port  wine  now  and  then,  is  alfo  beneficial :  obferving  to 
keep  the  body  warm,  by  wearing  flannel  next  the  flcin. 

'Note.  The  above  receipts  were  found  very  efficacious  in  the 
flux  that  raged  in  feveral  parts  of  the  country  laft  funimer. 

For  a  Hooping-Cough. 

Take  dried  colts  foot  leaves  a  good  handful,  cut  them 
fmall,  and  boil  them  in  a  pint  of  water,  till  half  a  pint  is 
boiled  away  ;  when  it  is  almoil  cold,  ftrain  it  through  a  cloth, 
fqueezing  ihe  herb  as  dry  as  you  can  DifTolve  in  the  liquor 
an  ounce  of  brown  fagar  candy,  broken  as  fmall  as  you  can. 
Give  the  child,  one  fpoonful  of  it  three  or  four  times  a-day, 
or  oftener,  if  the  fiis  of  coughing  come  frequently,  till  well, 
which  will  be  in  two  or  three  days  ;  but  it  will  prcfently  al- 
moft  abate  the  fits  of  coughing.     When  fugar-candy  cannot 

be  had,  honey  or  good    brown  fugar  may   be  ufed. This 

medicine  is  of  excellent  ufe  m  all  forts  of  coughs,  in  either  old 
-or  youn|[.     Change  of  air  is  alfo  beneficial.
